Board of Selectmen Annual Report 
2006 


The Year 2006 was a very exciting and challenging year. 


One of our biggest challenges involved completing sensitive negotiations with an 
anonymous donor to split the $25,000 cost of preparing a Town Hall Master Plan and to 
receive a $700,000 gift for a project to install an elevator, construct an emergency . 
stairwell and complete restoration work necessary to make the top floor usable again after 
a 30 year hiatus. 


We actively pursued opportunities to address the Town’s long-term needs in the Village 
District for new buildings, cemetery expansion and recreational facilities by making an 
offer to purchase the late Camilla Marvin’s property next to the Dublin Consolidated 
School. Unfortunately there did not appear to be sufficient citizen support for the 
purchase and so the offer was withdrawn. 


We participated in several meetings with representatives from the NH Department of 
Transportation, Dublin Transportation Committee, Traffic Calming Foundation members, 
Faye Spofford Thorndike (Engineering Consultants) and concerned citizens who 
finalized the conceptual design and cost estimate for a Traffic Calming Project on Route 
101. The anticipated implementation of the first phase of this project over the next 1-2 
years should help slow traffic speeds and improve pedestrian safety in the Town Center. 


Regional cooperation increased over this past year with the Selectmen from Dublin, 
Hancock, Peterborough, and Temple meeting at least monthly to explore opportunities 
for cost savings such as the joint purchase of heating oil, propane, road signs and road 
culverts. In addition, the Conval Selectmen’s Advisory Committee met regularly with 
ConVal’s Superintendent and School Board to monitor and discuss ways to manage 
ConVal’s $42 million budget. 


We believe Dublin and the Monadnock Region should express their thanks to Story 
Wright, Betsy Harris and the others who were involved in the purchase of the Beech Hill 


property. 


We sincerely appreciate the Garden Club of Dublin’s efforts in keeping the Post Office 
grounds and the Town Hall planters blooming all summer and for the Christmas 
decorations brightening the winter scene. The area around the Library was also 
delightfully plant and flower bedecked last summer, thanks to the volunteers of the 
Friends of the Library, led by Gail Bartlett and Sharon Escales. 
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The Garden Club of Dublin’s past president Felicity Pool and Karen Bunch deserve our 
thanks for spearheading the preparation of a comprehensive program for maintaining and 
improving the quality of Dublin Lake’s water and environment. 


We wish to express our gratitude to the anonymous donors who purchased “Class A” 
dress uniforms for all our police officers and contributed to the Master Plan Architect 
Dan Scully prepared on Town Hall. 


We would also like to express our thanks to the cadre of volunteers who unselfishly 
spend countless hours serving our Town Boards and Committees who contribute to 
making Dublin a great place to live. 


We wish to express our deep gratitude to Lewis Hansen who has retired after serving 16 
years as Town treasurer. We look forward to a long and fortuitous relationship with 
Marlene French who has accepted an appointment as Treasurer. Lewis has agreed to stay 
on for the next year or so in the role of Deputy Treasurer. 


The level of commitment and integrity of our Town employees constantly impresses us. 
They never fail to respond quickly to emergencies no matter whether they occur on days, 
nights, or weekends and this is commendable. The welcome addition of Jeanine 
Jadaszewski in the Town Clerk’s office and Gail Szafir at the Transfer Station serve to 
strengthen the team of employees. 


We welcome Sterling Abram as the newest member of the Board of Selectmen and thank 
him for his contribution of this past year. 


We look forward to the challenges and opportunities in 2007.

BUDGET COMMITTEE ANNUAL REPORT 


To the citizens of Dublin: The 2006 Budget Committee (BudCom) is pleased to prepare this 
informational report. We hope that it provides some insight into the workings of the Budget 
Committee and the challenge the Committee faces establishing the budget for the town. 


Membership: 2006 Changes 


This year we said good-bye to two members of the budget committee and welcomed two new 
members. Newly elected Selectmen Sterling Abram replaced Mike Walker as selectmen’s 
representative and Leslie Whone, DMD was appointed by the Committee to replace Tracey 
Mctague. We thank Mike and Tracey for their service to the Town of Dublin and wish them 
both the very best in the future. Sterling and Leslie’s fresh perspective is greatly appreciated. 


The Role of the Budget Committee 


The Dublin Budget Committee consists of seven members, six members elected to three-year 
terms, two each year, and the Selectmen’s Representative appointed by the Selectmen. 


Chapter 32 in the New Hampshire State Statutes dictates the Budget Committee’s duties. The 
primary function of the Budget Committee is to review departmental budgets and submit a 
balanced budget as provided in RSA 32:5. This is accomplished by conferring with the 
governing body and with other officers, department heads and other officials, relative to 
estimated costs, revenues anticipated, and services performed to the extent deemed necessary by 
the Budget Committee. It shall be the duty of all such officers and other persons to furnish such 
pertinent information to the budget committee. The BudCom holds a public hearing in early 
February. Then, the Budget Committee submits their recommendations to Town Meeting. 
Ultimately, the decision-making responsibility rests with those who vote at town meeting and in 
the town elections. 


The 2007 Process 


The Committee began its work reviewing quarterly revenues and expenditures in April 2006 and 
July 2006. Early in August the Committee invited each department head and a representative 
from each town committee to review the expectations for the 2007 Budget Process. Beginning in 
mid September and continuing through February, the Committee met with each department and 
committee at least once. The initial budget submission was a joint effort between the 
selectmen’s office, departments, and the Budget Committee. To develop a final “joint” budget 
for town meeting, the Committee met with the town administrator and the selectmen during 
January. The final budget is the result of the Budget Committee’ reviewing and either adjusting, 
rejecting, or approving each expense and revenue line and warrant article based on the 
information submitted to the Committee. As with last year, the Committee was faced with many 
competing interests from sources within our control (staffing costs, flat revenues, and warrant 
articles) and sources outside of our control (state retirement, school and county taxes). In the 
end, we believe that the budget we have submitted to the Town of Dublin is sound and fair to the 
taxpayers, department heads, and committees. This all happened at approximately 25 meetings 
lasting from 2 hours to 4 hours over the past year.

The Budget Committee thanks the Board of Selectmen, department heads, town officials, 
employees and committee liaisons with which we have worked during the past year. This year 
we would like to especially thank the “Facilities and Purchasing Committee”, unofficially known 
as the “Highway Department Truck Committee”, for their due diligence and guidance. 
Furthermore, the chairman would like to thank each member of the Budget Committee. The 
citizens of Dublin are fortunate to have such a dedicated group of individuals. Finally, we thank 
long-time Selectman Joe Cavanaugh for his efforts.

DUBLIN POLICE DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORT 


Again this past year has been a very challenging and busy year for the Dublin Police 
Department. This past year saw many challenging cases before the members of the police 
department. Some theses cases were violent in nature or had the potential for violence. This 
unfortunately was a disturbing trend in the Monadnock Region as well. These types of cases are 
extremely sensitive, time consuming and difficult to investigate. The members of this 
department work extremely hard to investigate these cases with great results. They continued 
also to provide the many services that is required of them. 


As mentioned in last years Annual Report I mentioned the need for Staffing to be looked at do to 
many factors. This past year the Dublin Board of Selectmen formed a Police Study Committee 
comprised of Andy Freeman Chair, Kathy Merrick Secretary, Dan O’Rourke, Sturdy Thomas, 
and John Marquis. Before I discuss the results of their study I want to personally thank them all 
for the many hours they put into this effort. They took this task seriously, objectively and were 
extremely thorough in their task to look at staffing. I thank you all for your time, dedication and 
commitment to the Town of Dublin and its police department. This Police Study Committee 
looked at many areas before making their recommendation to the Dublin Board of Selectmen. 
They identified Dublin’s Characteristics, Interviewed all members of the Dublin Police 
Department, Interviewed surrounding town Police Departments, researched other towns, looked 
into the Coverage currently provided by the Dublin Police Department, Mutual Aid towns, and 
the New Hampshire State Police. After many long hours and meetings they concluded that they 
felt the town of Dublin should hire another Full Time police officer. I support the 
recommendations of the Police Study Committee. It is unfortunate that this year this position 
will not be before the town for a vote. However, I do not see that this issue will go away. I do 
not see reductions in our calls for service and the types of crimes that we are now faced with. 
We are looking at many factors in this decision and I believe it will be inevitable that something 
must be done to address this in the interest of public safety services provided to the community. 


In the area of highway safety we continued our partnership with New Hampshire Highway 
Safety and procured a Speed Enforcement Grants and a DWI Grant. To continue in assisting us 
in our enforcement of Route 101. Again this year we coordinated our efforts along the Route 
101 corridor with the towns of Marlborough, Peterborough, Wilton, Milford and Amherst. We 
also applied for and received a grant through the New Hampshire Department of Safety as a 
Homeland Security Grant for two APCO 25 compliant digital / analog capable Motorola radios 
with a value of 3,370.00. At the time of writing this report we received word that these Radio’s 
were award to the town. The Police Department was also thrilled to receive another grant 
through the Department of Justice for assistance in the purchase of three bullet proof vests for a 
value of approximately $700.00 also As always in an effort to limit impact on the taxpayers of 
Dublin we will look to find alternative ways to fund projects. A lot of this could not happen if it 
were not for the support and generosity of those people within our community who assist us 
financially through donations and volunteer time to helping us. 


This past year the members of this department worked to renovate the upstairs room at the police 
department which can be used for a meeting room, interview room or break room. This past year 
we found a need for this room for our investigations and those of other agency’s who have used 
the police department to further there investigations through interviews. This project could not 
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have been done if it were not for the help of the members of this department who helped in 
painting, and minor carpentry projects. 


In closing I would truly like to emphasize how thankful we are to those that make our mission 
possible. The town of Dublin truly has the best employees working in the best interest of all the 
citizens of Dublin. I would like to thank the members of the Dublin Fire Department for 
providing continued assistance and expertise. The Dublin Highway Department for the hard 
work you do in keeping our roads maintained and looking out for us. To the Dublin Board of 
Selectmen for your support of the police department and its members. To Town Administrator 
Bill Raymond I thank you for your support and assistance. I especially thank the members of this 
department who without you the job of police work in Dublin could not be done. I personally 
thank Sgt.Dana Hennessy and Officer Ryan Quimby for your Professionalism, your dedication, 
your continued support and for working hard to provide a high level of service and safety to the 
community. I would like to recognize Vira Elder our administrative assistant who is a dedicated 
and loyal employee who has been with the Dublin Police Department for 10 years and as always 
is extremely capable and competent in the many tasks she performs for the Dublin Police 
Department. I would thank the citizens of Dublin for your support, kindness, generosity and 
genuine interest in helping us make Dublin a safe place to live. In closing I would encourage 
everyone to stop by and speak with one of us especially if you have any concerns or suggestions 
or just want to say hello.

DUBLIN FIRE DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORT 


The Department’s mission is to maintain a Company of fire personnel trained in all aspects of 
fire suppression, rescue, salvage, fire prevention, hazardous materials and emergency medical 
response, enabling us to serve and protect, without prejudice or favoritism, the lives and property 
of the residents of Dublin during both natural and man-made emergencies. 


The dedicated members of the Dublin Fire Company devote many hours each year responding to 
fire and medical emergencies, participating in training to insure a high level of expertise, and 
performing community service to provide support and fire prevention education. 


In 2006, these Dublin Fire and Rescue personnel responded to 99 rescue calls, and 99 fire or 
other emergency calls for a total of 198 emergency calls. 


Maintaining the highest levels of proficiency in skills and training remains a top priority for the 
Fire Department. Outside training and monthly drills, financially supported in part by the 
National Fire Academy, The NH Fire Training Academy, NHMA and FEMA, this year included: 
Library Fires, Obstetrical Emergencies taught by Dublin resident Dr. David Levine, TEMSIS 
(computer based medical reporting) training, Radio Operations, 12-Lead Heart Monitor Training, 
Ropes, Oxygen/backboard/splinting, SCBA Trailer, NIMS Class, Domestic Violence, Chain Saw 
Safety, Fractures/splinting/stair chair, AED Training, Blood borne Pathogens, CPR/AED 
recertification, EMT-B/Intermediate transition modules, EMT recertification classes, Fire 
Inspector I, Pumps, and flushing hydrants. 


Our members exhibit the highest level of service, safety and teamwork while functioning with an 
extremely high level of skill and professionalism. We strive to insure that all residents, in all 
emergency situations, are treated with respect, kindness, patience, and consideration. 


As always, safety, yours and ours, is our highest priority! 


Again this year we participated in shared training with the Fire and Emergency personnel from 
the surrounding towns who work most closely with Dublin through the Mutual Aid System. This 
insures the highest level of efficiency and teamwork when responding to real emergencies. 
Dublin Fire joined Marlborough Fire Department when they hosted the Fire Academy’s Class A 
burn trailer. We held joint trainings with the Harrisville Fire Department, the New Ipswich Fire 
Department, and the Jaffrey Fire Department at the Beech Hill property. The demise of Beech 
Hill gave the Department a windfall of opportunity for training with institutional buildings. The 
Department would like to express our appreciation to the new owners of that property for giving 
us this once-in-a-career opportunity! Our Beech Hill drills included: Rapid Intervention Team 
(RIT) training, Search and Rescue, Disoriented Firefighter Training, Entanglement, Chimney 
Fires, Ladders, Forcible Entry and practice with radio communications and Incident Command. 


The Dublin Lake Club was gracious enough to allow us to train on their former golf course 


building. This drill included: building construction, ventilation, self rescue, overhauling, 
forcible entry and ladder work. 
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Dublin Fire co-hosted a CDL class with Peterborough Fire and Rescue early this year. Three of 
Dublin’s members received their CDL license. Following that class, Deputy Brian Barden gave 
classes in Pumps to these new drivers and several other members of the Department. 


The Dublin Fire Department was honored again this year by the generosity of an anonymous 
donor, which enabled us to purchase six (6) new, state-of-the-art automated external 
defibrillators (AED’s) which already incorporate the newest American Heart Association CPR 
guidelines. This enabled us to give the older AED’s to our Deputies and Paramedic to carry in 
their vehicles, adding 6 more AED’s around town. 


We are proud to announce that the Dublin Fire Department was awarded a Fire Act Grant 
through FEMA, to replace our 1952 Brush Truck. The apparatus section is the most competitive 
grant category, and we feel honored to be the recipient of these monies. It will allow us to 
purchase a new one-ton brush truck with all the required modern safety features. 


We would like to thank Joe Cavanaugh, Ann Anable, and Sterling Abram for their continued 
support and efforts on behalf of the Dublin Fire Department. 


We also extend our thanks to Bill Raymond, the Dublin Police Department, the Dublin Highway 
Department, and Code Enforcement Office, Paul Waterman for their help and collaboration 
throughout the year. This support base greatly enhances the Fire Department’s ability to 
function effectively within the community. 

As always, special thanks must be extended to the 19 Fire and Rescue members who so tirelessly 
give of themselves whenever the need arises. They are your friends and neighbors and all are 
proud to serve our community!

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ARCHIVES COMMITTEE ANNUAL REPORT 


2006 was a milestone year for The Archives Committee, marking the 10" anniversary of the 
opening of the Archives Building, which enables the Town, the Historical Society and the 
Church to store their records in one central location. 


During 2006, in addition to processing, cataloguing and indexing the town's records for 2000, the 
archivists spent 68 hours answering 146 requests for information from town records. Inquiries 
come from town officials, town residents, real estate agents and lawyers. Some requests include 
documents from both town and Historical Society records. These requests include information 
for genealogical purposes (i.e. birth, death or marriage records, tax records and cemetery records) 
and general information about the town and the everyday business records of the town (i.e. 
building permits, litigation records, Board of Adjustment records, Planning Board records, road 
records and septic system plans and approvals). 


In 2006 representatives from the Town of Hancock and Hancock Historical Society and the 
Croydon and Sandwich Historical Societies visited us to see our building and to see how we 
catalogue and find documents. 


The Cemetery records are currently being updated to include digital photographs of all the 
headstones. Once completed we will have a computerized database with the name, location, year 
of death, whether the person served in the military, what the headstone says, the type of 
headstone and the photograph. 


If you were, or currently are, a town official and you have town documents in your possession 
that you no longer need, they belong to the town and the public. They should be deposited at the 
Archives or with the Town Clerk. 


The archives building is open Tuesday mornings from 9 to 12 for town business. Visitors are also 
welcome most other mornings or by appointment. Our telephone number is 603-563-8545. Our 
email address - dublinhistory@townofdublin.org.

TOWN CLERK’S ANNUAL REPORT 


During the year 2006 the Clerk’s office registered 2,182 motor vehicles, which resulted in 

a revenue to the town of $266,471.50. The issuance of marriage licenses, certified copies of 
vital records, dog licenses and various other filing and permit fees generated an additional 
revenue of $3,487.00. 


Separate reports showing the marriages, births, deaths and burials recorded in Dublin this 
year can be found near the end of the town report. 


The implementation this year of ElectioNet by the Secretary of State’s office has greatly changed 
checklist and election recordkeeping procedures throughout the state. Voter information is no 
longer kept solely in individual towns, but rather it is now stored in a state-wide data base. 

This new system allows town clerks to electronically maintain Absentee Voter lists and run 
post-election reports. Prior to implementing this new system, the Secretary of State’s office held 
several training sessions in Keene and Concord which representatives of the Supervisors of the 
Checklist and I attended. In 2006 the state also introduced the Accessible Voting System which 
enables persons with disabilities to access the ballot by phone from the polling place and have 
their ballot faxed back to the polling place with their choices marked on the ballot. 


In May I attended the regional Town Clerks workshop sponsored by the Town Clerks’ Associ- 
ation. This annual event allows clerks in the Monadnock area to meet with representatives 
from the Motor Vehicles Division, Vital Records Bureau, and the Secretary of State’s office. 
During September I attended a two-day Tax Collectors’ Association conference which was 
held in North Conway. 


This year Jeannine Jadaszewski joined my office as Deputy Town Clerk/Tax Collector. 
In July Jeannine successfully completed the Division of Motor Vehicles Municipal Agent 


training program which qualified her to process vehicle registrations and title applications. 


I would like to express my appreciation to the residents of Dublin for their continued support 
and look forward to working with you again during 2007.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORT 


The year started out with not a lot of snow. The storms were mostly all small. The storms 
required a lot of sanding. The year was an exceptional wet season. 


In April we cleaned up around the village, fire station, police station and swept the sidewalk. 
During the year we spent a lot of time cleaning culverts on most of the town roads. We also 
removed many rocks on the dirt roads. All the dirt roads were graded and ditched. We spent a 
lot of time cleaning ditches on the tar roads as well. Some of the tar roads were swept and the 
roadside mowing was done. We started spending time cleaning up dead trees and brush on the 
sides of the roads. There was a fair amount of wind this year, so there were a lot of tree limbs to 
be cleaned up. 


The road projects for this year were: Page Road, where we replaced 10 culverts and installed two 
new catch basins, and Cobb Meadow Road, where we replaced five culverts and added 15" of 
gravel where the road was low. Every spring during a hard rain the water would flood over the 
road. This should eliminate this problem. We also had two other roads with water problems. 
We installed culverts and catch basins on Monument Road and Upper Jaffrey Road. 


We added more under drain to Goldmine Road. Then Brox was hired to pave 4,800 feet of road. 
We had planned to pave the whole road but ran out of money. The price of asphalt increased 
substantially. We added gravel to the edges of the road and fixed driveway entrances. 


We hired a tree service to remove large trees that the highway department couldn’t handle. 


I have been working with Bradley Jackson and C.H.A. on his new subdivision, Spruce Ridge off 
of Brush Brook Road (Route 137 North) just before the Harrisville town line. The road is in and 
the base coat of asphalt is done. 


The oiling projects were: Old Harrisville Road, all of Lake Road, Old Marlborough Road, and 
Charcoal Road. After two weeks the excess stone was swept up and stockpiled at the highway 
barn. This will be used on road and drainage projects. 


We are still replacing old street signs with the new style signs. 
The sand and salt shed is up and was filled with sand and salt mix. This is working out well. 


The fall was mild and we worked on spring work. We cut brush and dead trees on Mauran Lane 
to improve parking at the boat ramp at Dublin Lake. We also filled potholes on the tar roads in 
the spring and fall. 


The Highway Department employees have attended 3 workshops. 

I would like to thank the highway personnel for their hard work and dedication. I also would 
like to thank the residents for their support of our road projects and capital improvement. 
Thanks to the police and fire departments for their help and cooperation.

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MONADNOCK ADVISORY COMMISSION 


The Monadnock Advisory Commission was created by State Statute and is charged to advise and 
guide the Department of Resources and Economic Development on the management of State 
lands on Monadnock, Gap and Little Monadnock Mountains. 


A new lease agreement was signed in 2006 by the Society for the Protection of New Hampshire 
Forests and DRED’s Division of Parks relative to lands on Monadnock. While the bulk of the 
document is similar to the previous agreement; some changes are specific to accomplish goals 
outlined in the Monadnock Master Plan. The most significant change was that profits collected 
above costs at the Old Toll Road would be placed in an account held by SPNHF dedicated to 
expenses at other trailheads. Anticipated expenditures are for trailhead improvements, parking 
lots, portable toilets and trail projects as agreed to by DRED and SPNHF in consultation with the 
Monadnock Advisory Commission. 


At the May 11" meeting, Jaffrey Selectman Frank Sterling requested consideration by the 
Division of Parks for assuming responsibility for the dam which impounds Poole Reservoir 
within Monadnock SP Headquarters. While expanding recreational opportunities by using the 
reservoir for such might sound attractive, Director of Parks & Recreation Allison McLean 
explained the difficulties involved. State acquisition of ownership of existing dams is 
controversial due to costs of routine maintenance and subsequent liability. Additionally NHDES 
dam maintenance account has gone unfunded by the state legislature. 


Groundbreaking took place on November 22" at Gilson Pond for the new family campground. 
Once completed it will replace the family campground at Park Headquarters, where only youth 
group camping will remain. 


State law allows the Commission to accept donations. MAC is a primary funding source for 
search and rescue supplies and equipment. This year we received a generous donation specified 
for trail blazing and signage. 


Monadnock State Park Manager Andrew Zboray reported annual day use attendance at 68,342 at 
headquarters, 10,025 at other trailheads. The fall foliage period ’06 was near record levels that 
continued with fair weather right into December, a welcome complement to the much needed 
revenue stream. Camping levels remain constant.

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PLANNING BOARD ANNUAL REPORT 


At the 2006 Town Meeting, voters enabled the Planning Board to implement Conservation or 
Open-Space Subdivision Design. This is now the normal or "by-right" method of developing 
subdivisions in Dublin, requiring that at least half of the buildable land of most subdivisions be 
set aside as protected space. 


Voters also approved the second of a three-phase program to protect the two bedrock aquifers 
that provide our water. The first phase of the program, mapping bedrock fractures, was done in 
2005. The second phase, now being completed by the state of New Hampshire, is mapping the 
bedrock itself and the surficial layer between the topsoil and the bedrock. This project is well 
underway, after a delay caused by late delivery of federal matching funds. Professor Peter 
Thompson, the geologist directing the bedrock mapping, has about 350 sites in Dublin to visit to 
complete the study. If you have a rock outcropping in your yard, Professor Thompson would 
like to see it, and he’ll tell you about it. You can email him at pjt3 @cisunix.unh.edu. 


The third and final phase is on the 2007 ballot: the analysis of the water-quality in the bedrock 
aquifers. This is possible with the help of the state Geology Department at the Office of Energy 
and Planning and, if approved, will take place this summer. Water-quality testing will give the 
town a baseline against which to evaluate aquifer water quality, and the best possible information 
on likely contaminants and water sources. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services warns that “the cost to treat contaminated water is much more than the cost of learning 
where water sources are and how to protect them.” 


The Planning Board has also completed a draft update of the 1996 Dublin Master Plan. This 
document, required by state law, serves to guide the overall development and growth of a town. 
The draft is posted on the town's website (Attp://www.townofdublin.org) for review and 
comments. The Board is grateful for the help of many people who attended public meetings on 
the Master Plan, served on committees and subcommittees, and sent comments and suggestions 
that have produced a document we believe reflects the intentions of the town as we move into the 
future. On Saturday, March 31, at 9 a.m., the Planning Board will hold a final public meeting 
prior to accepting the new plan. 


A Capital Improvement Program (CIP) to estimate the town's capital expenditures in the next 
decade is the responsibility of the Planning Board. Under the leadership of Curt Merrick and Joe 
Cavanaugh, this study has again been updated. It is available at the Town Administrator's office. 


The Board has also revised Dublin's Zoning Ordinance and Land Use Regulations to bring them 
into conformity with the zoning changes passed at the 2006 Town Meeting and to make specific 
sections clearer. 


The Board approved a new parking lot on Old Troy Road for the Dublin Trail in accord with the 
Monadnock Advisory Commission's goal to remove parking from the ring-roads around the 
mountain for safety reasons. The lot, designed and built by the Society for the Protection of New 
Hampshire Forests, will open in the spring of 2007.

Regional growth slowed slightly in 2006 year, but development pressures continue to extend into 
the Monadnock region. Over the last 26 years, Dublin has averaged 8 building permits per year 
for new houses. In 2006, 10 were issued. Concurrently, an approved subdivision on Route 137 
is preparing building lots for nine additional houses, and 27 more houses in two separate 
subdivisions are in the Design Review stage (not yet approved) at the Planning Board. All signs 
show that growth will continue to be an issue for Dublin. 


The Planning Board needs Alternate Members who will attend its bi-monthly meetings and 
eventually fill vacant spots on the Board. This year Dan French is retiring from the Board; we’re 
all grateful to Dan for his fine work over the past three years.

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SOLID WASTE COMMITTEE ANNUAL REPORT 


It was another busy and productive year at the Transfer/Recycling Station. We disposed of 266 
tons of household waste and 63 tons of construction debris. We sold 246 tons of recyclables, 
which generated $15,647 of income. Tipping fees brought in another $5,958. Hauling away the 
recyclables as household refuse would have cost $24,193. 


The new equipment purchased this year has proved to be a big improvement in efficiency. The 
new town-owned compactor has more than lived up to expectations. The new fork lift and baler 
have allowed the staff to keep up with the enormous demands of the recycling program. Also, 
the installation of three-phase power in the recycling shed allows for increased power efficiency 
with the new baler and will mean additional savings in the future as equipment or electric motors 
are replaced. 


The Swap Shop remains a popular destination for town residents. Although there are no records 
kept, it’s safe to say that some thousands of items go on to lead another useful life rather than 
being hauled away at taxpayer expense.

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LIBRARY TRUSTEES ANNUAL REPORT 


Thank you to the library staff, patrons, volunteers, townspeople, and Friends of the Library for 
your generous contributions of expertise, time, and gifts in 2006. It is your support that helps to 
make the library such a valuable presence in the community. 


Special thanks to Gene Felch and newly appointed trustee Marty Smith for sharing their vast 
knowledge of computers with the library, to Michael King who delights audiences by showing 
his old movies each Fall, and to the Friends of the Library, under the leadership of Rosemary 
Mack, for their renewed effort to support the library. 


“Garden Fairies” led by Gail Bartlett and Sharon Escales, have spruced up the library border 
gardens by weeding, planting additional annuals and perennials in strategic places, and by 
gracing the lower entrance of the library with artfully designed arrangements. Programs, 
organized by Kathy Merrick, have been well attended and include a series of talks by local 
authors, an Emily Dickinson Tea, a flower show put on by the Dublin Garden Club, and the 
annual book sale. 


A new sound system, funded by the DPL and a gift of $650 from the Friends, was installed in the 
meeting room. The new system has made a significant difference in the presentation of 
programs. 


Maintenance projects included completion of the painting caused by previous water damage in 
the West and Center rooms, resealing of flashing around the chimney in the East room, touch up 
painting in the meeting room, and the purchase of an additional dehumidifier for the meeting 
room. 


Richard Sevatson ( previously an alternate) and Teresa Imhoff were elected to the Board in 
March. Barbara Sovik and Joyce Nelson were appointed as alternates. The resignation of Laurel 
Pritchard who moved to Virginia was accepted with regret. Marty Smith was appointed to fill 
out her term for the year. 


The Library Trustees hosted two joint meetings of the Library Board and the Board of 
Selectmen. These meetings were considered by both boards to be a useful way to communicate 
and keep each other informed about their respective activities and goals. 


Trustees continued to attend local-area trustees meetings which serve as a forum to exchange 


ideas, discuss problems and solutions, and also provide an opportunity to tour one another’s 
libraries. 


Library policies, with the exception of the personnel policy which is in draft form, were 
reviewed and updated. Procedures were also reviewed. 


A concentrated effort was made by Marty Smith to upgrade the library’s PCs. Inexpensive 


copies of Windows XP Pro and Microsoft Office 2003 were obtained from the TechSoup 
organization to update and standardize the operating system of each of the library’s PCs. 
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Bar code scanning is under way. Once the bar coded books are entered into the computers, 
patrons can begin accessing the online catalog. 


Trustees continued their library education by attending the New Hampshire State Library 
Trustees Association annual conference and other workshops hosted by the Association and the 


Attorney General’s Office.

A September 1960 letter from Henry D. Allison to Joe Harrington of the Boston Sunday Globe 
(in response to holders of the Boston Post Cane), reveals that Mr. Grozier summered in Dublin in 
the early 1900s. Mr. Allison, as a real estate agent, had rented Mr. Grozier a house. 


The list above has been compiled from the Town's scant records on the subject. If anyone knows 


who received the cane before 1943 and during the 1970s, that information would be greatly 
appreciated.

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DUBLIN LAKE PRESERVATION COMMITTEE 
ANNUAL REPORT 


During 2006 the Dublin Lake Preservation Committee lived up to the charge given to it by the 
Selectmen in 1997: to monitor the condition of the lake and to bring forward through the 
Selectmen regular reports on the condition of the lake and plans for the improvement of the 
lake’s quality. While the group will initiate action when a situation occurs that could threaten 
the health of Dublin Lake, more and more of its time is spent receiving information from the 
various groups that work to support its mission. 


Among the specific concerns that the committee brought forward to the Selectmen and town 
agencies were the condition of the boat launch after ice damage, the potentially dangerous 
position of some PSNH transformers near the lake, problems with drainage entering the lake, 
concern about arranging for annual opening of the Spencer dam in the fall, and the existence of 
such invasives as Japanese knotweed growing near the shoreline. Members of the Lake 
Preservation Committee also consulted with the town and the New Hampshire Department of 
Transportation as it installed more drainage along the Route 101 shoreline. 


The Dublin Garden Club sponsors many efforts that benefit and monitor the lake. While all 
phases of the grant funded erosion control project have been completed, its members continue to 
monitor the plantings and other aspects to assess its effectiveness. The Garden Club also 
conducts regular water testing of the lake and organizes volunteers to look for potentially 
dangerous invasive plants with its Weed Watch program. Garden Club liaison Karen Bunch 
makes regular reports about all of these initiatives to the Lake Preservation Committee. 


The committee also receives regular reports about the efforts of the Dublin Conservation 
Commission. As the year ended, the Lake Preservation Committee and the Conservation 
Committee had come to an agreement to co-sponsor the Lake Host Program for 2007 at the boat 
landing and were moving ahead with plans for implementation. 


The committee was kept informed of steps taken by the Women’s Club to install bio-D logs to 
control beach erosion and salutes the successful purchase of the Beech Hill Hospital property by 
the Beech Hill-Dublin Lake Watershed Association and looks forward to its long range plan to 
protect and restore that critical piece of property. 


Original committee member Mitch Thomashow resigned as he moved from the area to assume 
the Presidency of Unity College in Maine where he will continue his efforts as a leader in the 
field of environmental education and advocacy. We are grateful for his vision and guidance over 
the years and wish him well in his latest pursuit. Jeffrey Oja was appointed in his place. The 
committee will continue to monitor local and state issues and legislation as they pertain to the 
health of Dublin Lake in 2007.

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CEMETERY TRUSTEES ANNUAL REPORT 
In 2006 work continued on a number of ongoing projects at the cemetery. 


Considerable work was done towards our long-term objective of photographing and recording 
the data inscribed on historically significant tombstones so that this information may be per- 
manently preserved. 


Over 50 old tombstones were straightened and/or repaired, and we would like to recognize the 
work of Mike Edick and Cles Staples in taking on this effort. 


The site of Dublin’s First Meeting House (ca 1771) was cleared through the efforts of two 
volunteer work parties and we plan to complete this project in 2007. Approximately 80 feet 
of stonewall was reconstructed in the Meeting House section of the cemetery. 


Research was completed regarding the names of 5 Revolutionary War veterans who are known 
to be buried within the cemetery grounds (the exact location is unknown) and we plan to work 
with the Veteran’s Administration to acquire a monument to recognize these Dublin citizens. 


In addition, we repurchased 8 cemetery lots from owners who have relocated out of town and 
were no longer interested in retaining their lots. In an effort to conserve burial space, we plan 
to implement a formal policy to accommodate additional buybacks if the opportunity arises. 
These lots will then become available for resale to qualified purchasers. 


We hope to do a comprehensive tree survey in 2007 to identify those trees which pose a threat 
to monuments within the cemetery. Age and disease may, unfortunately, dictate selective 
removal and we will be asking voters in 2008 for money to accomplish necessary removals 
and planting their replacements. 


Our primary concern remains the need for the Town to address a suitable location for cemetery 
expansion, as our existing area is nearing capacity. The Town has been setting aside capital 
reserve monies for this purpose. In our opinion, the best location to meet Dublin’s long-term 
needs remains the Town-owned parcel adjacent to Howe Reservoir, and we have conveyed our 
thoughts and recommendations to the Board of Selectmen. We are also looking at the possibility 
of utilizing land between the existing cemetery grounds and Route 101 for limited expansion, 
provided the Town addresses existing drainage problems and the necessary permits and support 
of the appropriate Boards can be obtained. This review, however, does not diminish the need for 
the Town to address a long-term solution to meet future cemetery needs.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION ANNUAL REPORT 


The first part of 2006 was a very active one for the Conservation Commission. The Commission 
worked hard to oppose two petition warrant articles which could have reduced the town’s ability 
to protect its water resources, especially the watershed for Dublin Lake. The Commission and its 
members spoke out against the petition articles and sent a letter explaining its position to all 
Dublin voters. The petition articles were defeated in the balloting prior to town meeting. 


The Commission also supported several warrant articles sponsored by the Planning Board. 
These articles, which were passed in the March balloting, will help Dublin focus its development 
in appropriate areas and will help preserve its natural resources, especially its water resources. 


In midyear the most important conservation development of the year took place when a 
dedicated group of area residents gathered the resources needed to purchase the 75+ acre Beech 
Hill Hospital property. The Beech Hill-Dublin Lake Watershed Association plans to sell the 
original mansion on the property, to demolish the hospital and administrative buildings on the 
property, and to put most of the property under conservation. The group has been working with 
the Commission, the Planning Board and many other interested parties to ensure that the 
preservation of this most important watershed and woodland 1s handled well. 


The Commission has also been active this year in other areas. Representatives from the Planning 
Board and the Dublin Lake Preservation Committee joined the Commission, and the effects of 
this joint membership have already begun to be felt in closer coordination of activities. The 
Commission also spent considerable time in reviewing the condition and potential uses for the 43 
acre property that it manages for the town on Howe Reservoir. The Commission expects to 
develop firm plans for the property over the coming year. 


The Commission also continued its work with the Dublin Lake Preservation Committee and with 
the Garden Club of Dublin to protect Dublin Lake. These two groups have done a fine job this 
year of identifying the tasks needed to protect the lake and the appropriate groups to work on 
each task. Members of the Commission, working with these two groups, patrolled the lake 
searching for milfoil, and ensured that the lake’s waters were tested and that appropriate action 
was taken to keep the lake clear of contaminants and invasives. In 2007 the Commission plans 
to expand the invasives it monitors and the environmentally sensitive areas around the town in 
which invasive plants have begun to appear.

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DUBLIN TRANSPORTATION COMMITTEE ANNUAL REPORT 


Background: The Dublin Transportation Committee was appointed by the Selectmen in 
December 1999 in order to study the traffic situation on Main Street/NH101 and develop 
strategies for improvement. The main task has been to address the effects of NH101 on safety, 
traffic flow, community life, and the environment. The reasoning and recommendations 
regarding traffic calming and speed enforcement put forward in the Dublin contribution to the 
Southwest Region Planning Commission NH101 Corridor Study in November 1999 serve as a 
basis for the work of the Committee. Gradually, the Dublin Traffic Calming Pilot Project has 
been developed with input from the Town, Region, State, as well as the Monadnock Traffic 
Calming Foundation. This aim of the Project is to address the Dublin concerns regarding Route 
101 and, at the same time, conform to State and Federal regulations. 


General idea of the Project: The objective is to make it natural to drive more slowly in the 
center of the village. Today, the highway is built the same way regardless of whether it runs 
through the residential area of town or through uninhabited woods. This creates unnecessary 
traffic crashes in the center of town where driveways and side streets make the traffic pattern 
complicated. It also makes it dangerous and stressful to walk on Main Street or cross over it. 

Among the traffic calming features studied are: traffic islands, splitter islands, medians, 
narrowing of the traffic lanes, sidewalks (with granite curbing), crosswalks (including 
strengthening of the crosswalk at the Consolidated School), more trees and shrubs near the road, 
and improved decorative lighting. 

Many Dublin residents have asked for crosswalks by Town Hall and elsewhere in the 
village. Today, unless we slow the traffic, such crosswalks cannot be permitted by the State 
because they would make a bad situation worse. Crosswalks with today’s speeds would give a 
false sense of security for pedestrians as many drivers would not be able to stop safely. Thus the 
key is speed. Our sight distances in the center of town are too short for the speeds we have. The 
only way to get crosswalks for the village center is to bring the speeds down closer to the speed 
limit. That is what the traffic calming can do effectively, safely, and with just a few seconds of 
delay in traveling time. 


Funding 2004: Due to the effort of the Transportation Committee and the Monadnock Traffic 
Calming Foundation, federal funding for the Project was secured in 2004 through two programs 
run by the US Department of Transportation: $300,000 from the TCSP sponsored by US Senator 
Judd Gregg, and $210,000 from the TE Program, administered and selected by the NHDOT. In 
addition, the Monadnock Traffic Calming Foundation (MTCF) continued its generous support of 
the Dublin Traffic Calming Project throughout 2006 with its financing of the engineering work 
by the firm Fay, Spofford, and Thorndike (FST). This road engineering firm had been contracted 
by MTCF to carry out an engineering study which was near its completion by the end of 2006 
and will likely be finalized before the 2007 Town Meeting. | 


Matching of federal grants: The $210,000 grant from the TE program came with the 
requirement of 20% local match (of the total of $262,500, in this case $52,500). Commonly, 
Towns pay this kind of match via their town budgets. In Dublin’s case, this will not be necessary, 
because when the MTCF hired FST it followed the so called Qualifications Based Selections 
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protocol (QBS), which is required for all state and projects of this sort. No money will have to be 
paid by the Dublin tax payers for Phase I, and it is very possible that we could keep it this way 
for subsequent phases, which would all be optional and would each and every one have to be 
approved by the Town, and any costs would have to be approved by Town Meeting or by a 
special hearing.. 


$510,000 for Phase I: The first phase deals with a very limited area, only about 300 yards of 
highway from Old Common Road in the west to just east of the current Town Oval. It involves 
several crossings, an expansion of the current Town Oval towards its historical dimensions, a 
new mini-oval by Old Common Road, granite curbed sidewalks, trees, and the infrastructure for 
future ornamental lighting. In addition, Phase I includes an overhaul of the Dublin Consolidated 
School crossing for the purpose of increasing its visibility, safety, and attractiveness. As was 
determined by the Dublin Project Working Group meeting on February 7, 2007, phase I is 
scheduled to go out to bid in November 2007 to be implemented in the spring of 2008. 


Possibility for future grants: While the grant money currently available only covers a limited 
Phase I, if the first phase is done right, the Town will be in a good position to apply for further 
federal aid and extend the project should it elect to do so. 


Potential for fundraising: There is also the possibility of covering future phases in part, or even 
in full, by private fundraising. As mentioned, the Monadnock Traffic Calming Foundation has 
contributed significant funds throughout 2004-2006. Recently, it had a successful Christmas 
2006 fund drive with contributions from a broad segment of the town. 


Consensus building: After the financial breakthrough for the Project with the Federal grants in 
2004, 2006 was the year of broad public involvement. While the Transportation Committee had 
organized a number of successful public meetings over the years, the public participation process 
intensified considerably in 2006, thanks to the State. At the beginning of the year, the NHDOT 
offered the Town to be a pilot project for the Department’s new so called Context Sensitive 
Solutions (CSS), a new method for decision making and consensus building for local projects on 
or near state highways. All in all there have been nine broadly attended meetings, gradually 
developing so called problem statement and vision statements, evaluation criteria for project 
components, a master plan for the corridor, and a definition of the elements of Phase I. 

After a great investment of time and effort by the stakeholders such as The Dublin Board 
of Selectmen, Dublin Transportation Committee, Dublin Consolidated School, Dublin 
Community Church, Dublin Library, Dublin Fire Department, Dublin Police Department, Dublin 
School, Yankee Publishing, Monadnock Traffic Calming Foundation, other town boards, local 
residents, regional representatives, NHDOT, and others, consensus has been reached for Phase I 
of the project. The Town of Dublin is here indebted to the NHDOT for its significant, open- 
minded, and gracious effort to get the Dublin Project to move from the drawing board towards 
implementation. 


In sum: Traffic calming measures create a smooth flow of slower traffic. This will improve 


access for everybody and make it safer and easier to get out on Main Street for local drivers. 
Walking along and across the road will be safer and more pleasant. Traffic calming will also 
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enhance the rural character of the Town Hall area. With plantings, and stone features near the 
road, traffic calming will make the village center greener and more beautiful. The Phase I of this 
project is scheduled to be implemented in the spring of 2008 with crossings, partial restoration of 
the Town Oval to its historical dimensions, a new mini-oval by Old Common Road, crossings, 
new sidewalks, upgrading of the existing crossing by DCS, trees, and other greenery. This should 
prove to be an important installment towards the effort to revitalize the Dublin village center.

MARCH 18, 2006 


The business meeting portion of the 2006 annual town meeting was held on March 18, 2006 
at the Dublin Consolidated School. Moderator Timothy Clark called the meeting to order at 
9:00 am. 


Dublin’s Girl Scout Troop #325 began the meeting by leading those present in the Pledge of 
Allegiance. After reading the necrology, Moderator Clark also noted the passing during 2005 
of three longtime Dublin residents, Jean “Beanie” Wenigmann, Jessie Hale, and Denise Olson. 
The Moderator’s Prayer was then offered by Mr. Clark. 


The 2006 Citizen of the Year Award was presented to John and Betsey Harris. Selectman 
Michael Walker noted that although they have served the town in different ways, both John 
and Betsey have made significant contributions to Dublin over the years. Betsey served on 
the Conservation Commission for six years, was a founding member of the Monadnock 
Advisory Commission, is a member of the Board of Directors of the NH Association of 
Conservation Commissions, is a past chairman of the Planning Board, and is a member of 
the Southwest Regional Planning Commission Board of Directors. In 1985 John volunteered 
to collect, organize and catalogue the town archives and in 1996, largely due to his efforts, 
the Archives building was opened. John was a member of the Post Office Committee and 
was instrumental in reviving the Historical Society, of which he was president for five years. 
John currently serves as a Trustee of the Historical Society of Cheshire County. 


Selectmen Joseph Canvanaugh recognized outgoing selectman Michael Walker as a Dublin 
native with a passion for preserving and protecting the town. Over a period of 44 years 

Mike has not only served on numerous town committees, including nine years as a selectman, 
but as a local contractor has been very generous with his time on local projects including the 
playground and the Women’s Club beach. 

Moderator Clark then outlined the rules to be followed during the course of the meeting. 


The first article to be discussed at this portion of the 2006 town meeting was Article #10. 


Article 10: “Move that the Town hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, and Committees 
already chosen.” (Majority vote required)

Article 11: “Move that the Town choose the Measurer of Wood and Bark and the Memorial 
Day Committee.” (Majority vote required) 


A motion was made by Selectman Anne Anable to nominate Brian Barden as Measurer of Wood 
and Bark and Brian Barden, Cles Staples and Dan Walsh as the Memorial Day Committee. 


The motion was seconded. 


Carried 
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Article 12: “Move that the Town authorize the prepayment of taxes and furthermore authorize 
the Tax Collector to accept payment as prepayment of taxes, in accordance with RSA 80:52A.” 
(Majority vote required) 


Carried 


The moderator announced that at the request of the Board of Selectmen, and with his consent, 
Article 14 would be discussed at this time. 


Article 14: “Move that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of Two hundred nine thousand, 
eight hundred ninety-eight dollars ($209,898) to purchase a 10 wheel dump truck and furthermore 
authorize the issuance of not more than One hundred sixty-seven thousand dollars ($167,000) of 
bonds, notes, or authorize entering into a capital lease with no escape clause in said amount in 
accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes or capital lease and to determine the rate 
of interest thereon; such bonds, notes or capital lease payable over a term of five years; and further- 
more raise and appropriate the sum of Forty two thousand, eight hundred ninety-eight dollars 
($42,898) and furthermore to authorize withdrawal of that amount from the Highway Heavy Equip- 
ment Capital Reserve Fund with subsequent annual payments to also be taken from the Heavy High- 
way Equipment Capital Reserve Fund.” (2/3 vote required) 


Road Agent, Brian Barden explained that the purchase of this new truck would replace the 1977 
Mac truck which the town currently uses. Brian stated that by upgrading to a 10 wheel dump truck 
more work could be done with the same number of people. Brian also stated that the truck would 
come equipped with a plow, wings and sander and he estimated that the actual cost of the truck 
would be approximately $161,000. 


Several residents speaking to this article did not disagree with the need to replace a 30 year old 
truck but questioned the town’s need for a dump truck of this size. 


Moderator Clark proclaimed the ballot boxes open for voting on this article at 9:50 am. and they 
remained open until 10:50 am.

Article 13: “Move that the Town accept the operating budget submitted by the Budget Committee, 
and raise and appropriate the sum of One million six hundred ninety three thousand nine hundred 
fifty dollars ($1,693,950) exclusive of the amounts contained in all other articles in this warrant.”

Richard Scheinblum, Chairman of the Budget Committee, reviewed the proposed budget, pointing 
out and explaining differences between the 2005 budget figures and amounts budgeted for 2006. 


Selectman Joseph Cavanaugh made the following motions to amend to Article 13. 
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Amendment to Article 13: “Move to amend the Planning & Zoning budget as follows — to increase 
the amount in account 01-4191.1-290, Education and Training, from $580 to $900”. Motion seconded. 
Edward Germain, Chairman of the Planning Board, explained that many seminars are offered through- 
out the year but at this point in time a schedule of those events is not available. Ed stated that last 

year due to budget constraints members of the Board were not able to attend programs which they 

felt would have been beneficial. 


Amendment to Article 13: Carried 


Second Amendment to Article 13: “Move to increase the amount in the site inspector budget from 
$12,500 to $18,750, to increase the amount in the social security account from $775 to $1,163 and 
to increase the amount in the Medicare account from $181 to $272.” Motion seconded. 


The intent of this amendment was to increase the building inspector’s weekly hours from the current 
10 hours to 15 hours per week. Mr. Cavanaugh stated that the selectmen felt that increases in these 
accounts were warranted due to an anticipated fourfold increase in the number of building permits 
expected to be issued during 2006. Selectman Cavanaugh also stated that part of this increase would 
be offset by revenue recognized from building permit fees. 


Members of the Budget Committee stated that they would like to wait a year to see if the anticipated 
building permit activity would require more than the current 10 hours, since a survey showed that 
towns in the area of similar size or larger have building inspectors who work less hours per week 
than Dublin’s present 10 hour schedule. 


Moderator Clark announced that upon the written request of registered voters the vote on this 
amendment would be by secret ballot.

Budget Committee Chairman Scheinblum announced that the total amount of the proposed operating 
budget as amended was $1,694,270 exclusive of the amounts contained in all other articles in this 
warrant.

2. Creation of a major national research initiative to foster rapid development of 
sustainable energy technologies thereby stimulating new jobs and investment. 
In addition, to see if the Town will encourage New Hampshire citizens to work for 
emission reductions within their communities, and to ask the Dublin Board of Selectmen 


to consider the appointment of a voluntary energy committee to recommend local steps to 


save energy and reduce emissions. And furthermore that the record of the vote on this 
article shall be transmitted to the New Hampshire Congressional Delegation, to the 
President of the United States and to declared candidates for those offices.

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DUBLIN TRUSTEES OF THE TRUST FUNDS 
ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE YEAR 2006 


The MS-9 and MS-10 reports from Charter Trust Company for the past year are shown on the 
adjacent pages. They show the investment transaction status and fund balances of the 
investments for the town of Dublin. The MS-9 report shows the status of the various Common 
and Capital Reserve Funds for the Town of Dublin. The MS-10 shows the investment portfolio 
for the Trust Funds. 


Deposits into and withdrawals from the Capital Reserve Fund are based on the approved Warrant 
Articles at the Town Meeting. 


Withdrawals from the Common Fund in 2006 include: 
$1600 to the Dublin Community Church. 
$4000 for scholarships to Dublin students going to college. 
$3900 to the Town for cemetery perpetual care. 
$9397 to the Town for welfare reimbursement. 
$600 to pay for buy back of a cemetery plot. 
$1500 to Dublin Consolidated School for special projects. 


The Charter Trust Company in Peterborough manages our investments. Their staff has provided 
excellent investment recommendations and has managed the funds in a very professional 
manner. On a regular basis, they review the investment portfolio with the Trustees and 
recommend the buying and selling of stocks, based on performance. 


During the past several years, the Trustees of the Trust Funds have provided scholarships to 
Dublin students who have demonstrated a financial need. In 2006, we increased the number of 
scholarship from one to two $1000 scholarships. We continue to offer the $1000 to each student 
for up to four years of undergraduate studies. This year’s recipients were Christopher Brandes 
and Erik French. Christopher will be attending St. Josephs College of Maine and Erik will be 
attending Bob Jones University. Other recipients are 

Emily Nelson (2005 recipient) who is currently attending Messiah College and John Sandri 
(2003 recipient) who is currently attending Rensselear Polytechnic Institute. Our 2004 recipient 
decided not to attend college this year.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S REPORT

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, each major fund and the aggregate 
remaining fund information of the Town of Dublin, which collectively comprise the Town’s basic financial statements as of 
December 31, 2006 as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the responsibility of the Town’s 
management. Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are 
free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in 
the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by 
management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable 
basis for our opinions. 


The government-wide statement of net assets does not include any of the Town's capital assets nor the accumulated depreciation 
on those assets; and the government-wide statement of activities does not include depreciation expense related to those assets. 
These amounts have not been determined, Therefore, in our opinion, the financial statements referred to above do not present 
fairly the respective financial position of the governmental activities of the Town of Dublin as of December 31, 2006, and the 
changes in financial position thereof for the year then ended in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America. 


Also, in our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective financial 
position of each major fund and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Dublin, as of December 31, 2006, and 
the respective changes in financial position thereof for the year then ended in conformity with accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. 


The budgetary comparison information is not a required part of the basic financial statements, but is supplementary information 
required by accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. We have applied certain limited 
procedures, which consisted principally of inquiries of management regarding the methods of measurement and presentation of 
the required supplementary information. However, we did not audit the information and express no opinion on it. 


The Town of Dublin has not presented a management's discussion and analysis that accounting principles generally accepted in 
the United States of America have determined is necessary to supplement, although not required to be part of, the basic financial 
statements. 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively comprise the Town of 
Dublin’s basic financial statements. The combining and individual fund schedules listed in the table of contents are presented for 
purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the basic financial statements. They have been subjected to the 
auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statements, and in our opinion, are fairly stated in all material 
respects in relation to the basic financial statements take as a whole.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S COMMUNICATION OF 
CONTROL DEFICIENCIES AND OTHER MATTERS 


To the Members of the Board of Selectmen

In planning and reporting our audit of the financial statements of the Town of Dublin as of and for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 2006, in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, we considered the 
Town of Dublin’s internal control over financial reporting (internal control) as a basis for designing our auditing procedures for 
the purpose of expressing our opinion on the financial statements, but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the 
effectiveness of the Town of Dublin’s internal control. Accordingly, we do not express an opinion on the effectiveness of the 
Town of Dublin’s internal control. 


Our consideration of internal control was for the limited purpose described in the preceding paragraph and would not necessarily 
identify all deficiencies in internal control that might be significant deficiencies or material weaknesses. However, as discussed 
below, we identified a deficiency in internal control that we consider to be a material weakness. 


A control deficiency exists when the design or operation of a control does not allow management or employees, in the normal 
course of performing their assigned functions, to prevent or detect misstatements on a timely basis. A significant deficiency is a 
control deficiency, or combination of control deficiencies, that adversely affects the Town of Dublin’s ability to initiate, 
authorize, record, process, or report financial data reliably in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles such that 
there is more than a remote likelihood that a misstatement of the Town of Dublin’s financial statements that is more than 
inconsequential will not be prevented or detected by the Town of Dublin’s internal control. 


A material weakness is a significant deficiency, or combination of significant deficiencies, that results in more than a remote 
likelihood that a material misstatement of the financial statements will not be prevented or detected by the Town of Dublin’s 
internal control. We believe that the following deficiency constitutes a material weakness. 


Capital Assets Reporting 

None of the Town’s capital assets have been inventoried at historical cost; and therefore they have not been reported in the 
financial statements as required. In order to prevent the government-wide statements from being misstated, we recommend that 
the Town establish capital asset policies and procedures and inventory the capital assets so that they can be included. 


This communication is intended solely for the information and use of management, the board of selectmen, others within the 
organization, and state agencies, and is not intended to be and should not be used by anyone other than these specified parties.
